The amendment filed 04/27/2009 has been entered and made of record. Claims 
1-21 are pending. 

The amendment to claim 13 and the amendment to the specification filed 
04/27/2009 has overcome the 35 USC 101 rejection made in the BPAI Decision filed 
02/27/2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Reference(s) 
Hollingsworth et al. (5,444,836) are made of record as teaching an automated 
placement subsystem for a CAD system based on rules for placing graphical objects in 
a graphical image being generated using a CAD system. However, none of the cited 
prior art teaches or suggests defining an automatic location property for an identified 
object, where the property provides a location with respect to another object, area, or 
space, as claimed, and further in combination with the additional limitations of claims 1, 
7 and 13.
